March is going out like a lion. The Signal 
Service Bureau promised showers and slightly 
warmer weather yesterday, but the Signal 

Service Bureau madea mistake. Instead of 
showers there was the biggest kind of a snow- 
storm and today a cold wave’is due, with a 
drop of 20° in temperature.

today, came from the southeast, but the tem- 
perature was higher, ranging from 35° to 50°, 
In 1892 we had a little rain during the clos- 
ing days of March, with a temperature rang- 
ing from 33° to 48°. In 1898 it was dry as 
a bone after March 26 to the end of the 
month, but from the 19th to the 26th inclu- 
sive itrained or snowed every day. The last 
two days of the month the temperature 
ranged from 36° to 69°.” 

The snow seriously interfered with the work 
along the Drainage Canal. It was piled in 
deep drifts in the bottom of the channel and 
the thousands of men employed in excavation 
were forced into idleness. Some of the ¢on- 
tractors made efforts tu shovel out the snow 
and resume work, but this was soon avan- 
doned. Work cannot be resumed, it is said, 
until the snow melts.

SaLtem, O., March 28.—[Special.]—Four- 
teen miles of the worst roads that ever mortal 
walked over was the task set for Coxey’s army 
today.

Bill, 
Skakel refused to get off the ticket at the 

command or at the request of Mayor Hopkins, 

and as he would not go his Honor took good. 
care*that he was forced off. 

Mr. Skakel, as soona@s he learned of his 
turning down. announced that he ‘would beat 
Coughlin despite all the efforts of the Mayor. 

There is no sort of doubt that the Mayor 
suggested the proceedings which led to the 
‘throwing of Skakel.’’ It would never have 
occurred to Coughlin to initiate those pro- 
ceedings. He knew of Skakel’s disqualifica- 
tions, but he talked about preventing Skakel 
from taking his seat in the event of an elec- 
tion. It did not occur to him to use the ma- 
chinery of the Election Board.to prevent 
Skakel from becoming a candidate. Mayor 
Hopkins thought of that for the bath-house 
statesman, and Senator Moses Salomon was 
called in to present the matter to the Election 
Commissioners, who had been previously ad- 
vised what they were expected to do, 

Board Takes Off His Natke. 

The decision in the case was given last even- 
ing at 7 o'clock and was in substance that 
Skakel’s name should not be placed on the 
official ballot. The board discussed the ques- 
tion all the afternoon, but they state that the 
discussion was at all times on the legal ques- 
tions at issue. It was finally decided under 
the followmg extract from the legal statutes, 
defining the eligibility or ineligibility.of can- 
didates for Aldgrman: 

Nor shall he be eligible if he shail have been 
convicted of malfeasance, bribery, or other cor- 
runt practices or crimes. 

It-was finally decided that under this sec- 
tion Skakel is ineligible. A motion refusing 
to place the name of William Skakei on the 
official ticket was presented by Commission- 
ers Weber and Hutchings and adopted by a 
unanimous vote. Thesease came before the 
board on the filmg of an affidavit by John C, 
Sterchie, a city employé of No. 340 Clark 
street, in which he set forth that William Ska-. 
kel is not eligible to the office of Alder 
for the following reasons: 

1. Said William Skakel has been convicted of 
acrime and is not eligible as a. candidate for 


Alderman. 
2. Said William Skakel is not a qualified can- 


didate for Alderman. 

3. Said William Skakel’s. petition is not suffi- 
ciently signed. 

4. For other good and valid reasons. 

Twice Convicted of Gambling, 

Senator Salomon appeared for the affiant 
and Skakel was represented oy L. H. Bisbee, 
Mr. Salomon quoted from the city charter to 
show that no man who has _ been convicted of 
a crime is eligible to the office of Alderman, 
and argued that if a mam is not eligibie-to 
hold the office the Election Board should cer- 
tainly not place his name on the offi- 
cial ballot. He introduced evidence to show 
show that Skakel has twice been convicted of 
gambling. Mr. Bisbee argued that the crime 
meunt by the charter is either bribery 6r mal- 
feasance in office. 

The decision hardly took Skakel by sur- 
prise. He said before he heard it rendered 
that he knew the decision would be against 
him. as he understood Hopkins wanted him 
knocked out. But hesaid also: ‘* Hopkins 
cannot elect Coughlin Alderman of the First 
Ward. I may bea gambler. I don’t deny 
that lam. But lam in every respect the su- 
perior of Coughlin. I never took a _ bribe, 
Can Coughlin truthfully say the same?” 

After the decision was over Skakel, Sel 
Van Praag. Big Sandy, and their friends gave 
notice that they. will fight Coughlin to the 
last. The Mayor will now use all his influ- 
ence to elect Coughlin. The police and the 
gambling houses will join hands to force him 
pack into the Council. The Mayor has really 
begun to think that Coughlin’s election is 
necessary to vindicate his power, influence, 
and prestige in the First Ward. 

Coughlin’s First Lieutenant Arrested. 

**Hinky Dink,’ the First Ward gambler 
and groggerykeeper, sometimes known as 
Michael Kenna, was arrested last evening on 
a charge of intimidatmg voters and of pre- 
venting them from registering last week. 
This is the first of Skakel’s attempts to get . 
even with Conghlin, ** Hinky Dink” being the 
latter’s chief of forces, A constable from 
Justice White’s court with two warrants in 
his pocket went into the statestnan’s groggery 
at No. 120 Van Bwren street and read the 
warrants. They charged Mr. Kenna with 
‘*unlawfully by force and threats or other- 
wise unlawful means hindering one R. S. 
Walker from exercising his legal right to 
register.”’ 

Kenna smiled, put on his overcoat, and 
walked over to the Justice shop. There he 
signed two bonds for $300 each, and this 
afternoon the case is to come up for a hear- 
ing.

by sectionalism, sor framed 
aooe: geographical lines, but was prompt- 
ed by the loftiest patriotism and marked 
by a national sentiment as bread as 
the country. The first protective tariff law in 
our history (a law that was approved by Wash- 
ington) had for its author James Madison of Vir- 
ginia, known and revered as the * Father of the 
Constitution.” Among its supporters and friends 
were snch well-known Southern statesmen as 
Richard Henry Lee, the friend and eulogist of 
Washington : Charles Carroll of Carroilton, 
Abraham Baldwin and James Jackson of Georgia, 
Theodoric Bland and John Brown of Vir- 
ginia, Hugh Williamson and John Sevier of 
North Carolina. John Henry and Daniel Carroll 
of Maryland, George Read and John Vining of 
Delaware, Ralph Izard, Thomas Tudor Tucker, 
and Thomas Sumter of South Uarolina. These 
men had for the most part been soldiers of the 
Revolution and members of the convention which 
framed the Constitution. They held protective 
legislation to be essential to our industrial inde- 
pendence and progress, and knowing something 
of the Constitution did not hold such legislation 
to be an infraction of that instrument. 


Early Southerners Protectionists. 


A still more strongly protective law was en- 
acted in 1790, and it is a significant fact that of 
the thirty-nine votes given for the bill twenty-one 
were from the Southern, thirteen from the Mid- 
dle, and five from the New England States. !ts 
advocates included most of the Southern leaders 
already named and James Monroe of Virginia. 
The early laws which inaugurated the policy of 
the government had the approval of three Presi- 
dents. all from the South—Washington, Madison, 
and Monroe. Of the thirteen votes against the 
law nine were from New England, thrée from the 
Southern, and one from the Middle States. It 
wili thus be seen that we are largely indebted to 
the South for the inauguration and establishment 
of our protective system. ~The early Southern 
statesmen were nearly to’a man in its favor, and 
it is a cause for universal regret that those who 
assume to speak for section today have 
wandered so far away from the example and 
teachings of their patriotic predecessors. 

John C, Calhoun began his career as a protec- 
tionist, and favored the diffusion and growth of 
manufactures throughout all sections alike. He 
remained a stanch protectionist for many years, 
until he and his followers of the South began to 
realize that the interests of slave-buyers and own- 
ers and of free, protecte 1, and well paid labor were 
inevitably antagonistic. That ‘reason, whatever 
influence it may have had then, ought to have no 
force now, for slavery and ethe slave traffic no 
longer have a place in our civilization and the 
interests of one section of our common country 
are exactly identical with the interests of every 
other. 

Washington, in his message of 1796, urged 
upon Congress the “necessity of accelerating 
the establishment of certain usefal manufact- 
ures by the intervention of legislative aid 
and protection.” Jefferson, in December, 
1801, in his first message, congratulated Con- 
gress upon the revenue derived from tariff du- 
ties and suggested that ‘there is now reasona- 
ble ground of confidence that we may safely dis- 
pense with all internal taxes and rely for the 
support of the government and the payment of 
the public debt upon tariffs."’ In 1808, in his 
annual message of that year to Congress, he 
still adhered to the protective tariff. 


First Free Trade Tariff. 


, In 1816 the first revenue or free trade tariff 
was enacted. Henry Clay in 1823, seven years 
‘after the adoption of this tariff, thus described 
the condition of the country?" The general dis- 
tress which pervades the whole country is forced 
upon us by numerous facts of the most incon- 
testible character. It is indicated by the dimin- 
ished exports of native products; by the de- 
presed and reduced state of our foreign 
navigation; by our diminished commerce; 
by successive unthrashed crops of 
grain perishing in our barns for want of a 
market: by the alarming diminution of the cir- 
chlating medium; by the universal complaint of 
the want of employment and the consequent re- 
duction of the wages of labor, and, above all, by 
the low and depressed state of the value of al- 
most every description of property in the Nation, 
which has, on an average, sunk not less than 50 

‘1r cent within a few years. It is most painful 

or me to dwe!l on the gloom of this picture, but 
I have exagzerated nothing. Perfect fidelity to 
the original would have authorized me to throw 
on deeper and darker hues.”’ 

Col. Thomas H. Benton's description of the 
same period is well worthy to be noted: * No 
price for property or produce; no sales bat those 
of the Sheriff and Marshal: no purchasers at exe- 
cution sales but the creditor or some heoarder of 
money ; no employment for industry ; no demand 
for labor: no sale for the products of the farm; 
no sound of the hammer but that of the auctioneer 
knocking down property. Stop laws, property 
laws, replevin laws, stay laws. loan-office laws 
this was the business of the Legislaturesin three 
fourths of the States of the Union. Distress the 
universal cry of the people; reiief the universal 
demand thundered atthe doors of all Legisla- 
tures, State and Federal.” 

No relief came until the protective act of 1824. 
Among those who voted for that much-needed 
measure were such well-known Democrats as 
Andrew Jackson, Senator from Tennessee ; Thom- 
as H. Benton, Senator from Missouri; Martin 
Van Buren, Senator from New York; James 
Buchanan, a Representative from Peansyl- 
vania: Richard Johnson, Senator 
from Kentucky; Louis McLain, a _ Repre- 
sentative from Maryland; General 
Sam Houston, a Representative from Tennessee 
and afterward Senator from Texas. I[t wiil be 
observed that in this group are three Democratic 
statesmen who subsequently became President 
of the United States, as well as one that became 
Vice-President, Richard M. Johnson of Kentucky. 
All gave their ardent support to this protective 
tariff measure, and there was as yet no sectional- 
ism manifest in our industria! legislation. 

In 1828 the tariff was still further increased. 
Again most of these same distinguished Demo- 
crats, including Silas Wright. of New York, one 
of the ablest leaders of that party in the country, 
yoted for it. The names of no fewer than five 
gentlemen who subsequently became President 
are recorded in the yeas and nays on the passage 
of this bill. Martin Van Buren, William Hen 
Harrison. and James Buchanan voted for it an 
Jobn Tyier and James K. Polk against it. 

The Compromise of 1833. 


But the change of position of Mr. Calhoun and 
his followers eventually found expression ip the 
compromise tariff of 1833. This continued in 
force for about ten years, and, while it 
calmed the excitement in the South occasioned 
by the nullification episode of 1832, it at 
length produced the great financial crisis of 
1837, a period of distress almost equal to 
that which preceded the enactment of 
the tariff of 1854. Many of our older citizens re- 
call with a shudder the hardships and privations 
which were endured throughout the country 
from 1837 to 1842. They justly attributed the 
prevailing distress to the tariff of 1833, and 
when opportunity came, as it did in 1840, they 
overthrew and drove from power in all branches 
of the government the party responsible for it. 

As a result of this great revolption, on Aug. 30, 
1842. President Tyler reluctantly gave his as- 
sent to another great protective law, known as 
the tariff of 1842. It passed the House of 
Representatives on July 16, by the barrow 
margin of four votes—yes, 116, nays, 112. It 
included among its supporters such able 
leaders as Garrett Davis of fentucky. Millard 
Fillmore’ of New York, Thomas Morris 
and Nathaniel Pendleton _ of Ohio, and 
Richard W. Thompson of Indiana. It passed 
the Senate by the bare majority of but a single 
vote—yeas, 24; nays, 23. Among its most active 
supporters were such men as Richard H, Bayard, 
James Buchanan, Rufas Choate, John J. Critten- 
den, William L. Dayton, and Sulas Wright. This 
law raised the country from the depths of finan- 
cial deprivation and distress to a condition of 
confidence and prosperity such as it had not 
known since the hie ger of the tariff of 1828.

supporters of Mr. Clay. Their candidate for the 
Presidency, Mr. Polk, to be sure, had voted 
against protective measures in Congress, bat, on 
the other hand, their candidate for Vice-P resi- 
dent. George M. Dallas, had been a most pro- 
nounced supporter of them. Largely through 
the influence of Mr. Dallas and his friends Penn- 
sylvania was kept in the Democratic column and 
the election of Polk assured. But that once 
accomplished Mr. Polk cailei into his Cabinet, 
as retary of the Treasury, Robert J. Walker, a 
well-known free trader, then Senator from Missis- 
sippi. Mr. Walke: at.once assailed the protective 
law given to the country by the 
and fir. Polk’s active assistance not only secured 
its repeal but the enactment of the ree-trade 
jaw of 1846. This was not done, however, with- 
eut a disagreement in the Cabinet and a 
heated contest in Congress. The vote of the 
oxen July 3, 1846, resulted yeas 114, nays

Memorable Contest in the Senate. 


In the Senate the contest is still more memor- 
able. Vice-President Dallas proved recreant to 
his convictions and gave the cast- 
ing vote in favor of the pending measure. The 
test vote was taken on July 28. 1846.' Twenty- 
seven. Senators voted for the bill and twenty- 
seven against’ it. Of those voting in the 
affirmative seventéen were from Southern 
and ten from Northern States. In the 
negative vote the numbers from the dif- 
ferent sections were exactly reversed, seventeen 
from the North and ten from the South. For the 
irst time in the history of tariff legislation the 
country seemed to have divided on sectional 
lines, yet even in this fierce struggle many of the 
strongest leaders of the South stood ‘side by side 
with Daniel Webster, Thomas Corwin.

Still the Whig victory was not sufficiently de- 
cisive to secure a change in the tariff. and other 

uestions crowded to the front and imperatively 
claimed public attention. So it transpired that 
there was no further legislation on the subject 
until the enactment known as the tariff of 1857. 
By this law the duties were reduced to a lower 

int than they had been at any time since the 
arof 1812. Thedirect result of its passage 
was the disastrous financial panic which soon 
after swept. over the country and prostrated 
every department of business, involving alike all 
our agricultural, commercial, and manufactur- 
interests. 
is was the last tariff legislation preceding 
the secession of the Southern States and brings 
this review to a period within the recollection of 
many of my hearers. It will be seen that in the 
early days of the country the tariff was not only 
hot a sectional question, but had amongits firm- 
est supporters the leading statesmen of the 
South. Then this question was a3 broad as our 
country and as nutiona! as our flag. May we not 
confidently hope that it will be again so held in 
the near future? : 

Is history worth nothing? Are experience and 
its lessons to be forgotten? Are the teachings of 
the past to count for naught? Is the national 
distress, the business depression, and the unt- 
versal poverty of the people, which have relent- 
lessly followed the enactment of every revenue 
tariff measure in all our history, to be lost upon 
us in the calm consideration of this _ economic 
subject? Are all these to be discarded in the 
making up of our verdict? I implore you to 
study them without bias, for they will steady 
your judgment in reaching a righteous conclu- 
sion. 


Narrow, Sectional, and Provincial. 


The Wilson bill isnot like any of the early 

tariff measures, but is one inmwhich the changed 
condition of the country ‘and its marvelous 
growth and development are utterly ‘ignored 
and forgotten. Its promoters forget 
that slavery no longer exists. They 
do not rerognize nor appreciate’ the 
independence and dignity of labor and can- 
not understand that the protective policy under 
which we have had such splendid prog | is 
not to be determined by geographical lines. The 
bill is a narrow, sectional, and provincial meas- 
ure, unworthy the great party which proposes it 
it and wholly unsuited to the needs of the coun- 
try. 
The Wilson bill turns to the past; away from 
the present. It is for the plantation. not for the 
farm and the factory. As it passed the House it 
had for its foundatian principle free 
raw material. Its authors argued that with 
free coal. free iron ore, free lead, and free wool 
the manufacturers of the United States would 
be placed on an equality with the manufacturers 
of free trade countries, and we therefore could 
not only retain our own markets but could con- 
trol “‘ the markets of the world.’’ Based upon 
this argument, which I believe to be false, they 
declared that with these great primary products 
free we would have steady employment for all the 
workingmen of the country at good wages. And 
so in this formthe *biil passed the Democratic 
House of Representatives and is nowthe dread 
subject of angry contention in the Democratic 
Senate. 

An examination of the bill by the Democratic 
members of the Finance committee of the Sen- 
ate evidently convinces them that Mr. Wilson's 
bill and his argument in sapport of the same are 
alike based upon false principles. So coal goes 
back tothe tariff list, iron ore to the tariff list, 
and lead to the tariff list, leaving free wool 
alone, the only product of  agri- 
cuiture. to support the false theory of the 
House bill. Even Mr. Cleveland is disregarded, 
for in his Madison Square Garden speech, after 
his nomination in 1892, he said: ** We lieve 
that the advantage of freer raw material should 
he accorded to our manufacturers. We propose, 
therefore, to stimulate our domestic industrial 
enterprises by freeing from duty the imported 
raw materials which, by the employment of la- 
bor, are usedin our home manufactures, thus 
extending the markets for their sale and per- 
mitting an increased and steady production with 
an allowance of abuadant profits.” 

Il have looked with some degree of care 
through the bill. I find nothing but irrita- 
tion) and aggravation to the great industries 
of the country. No interest suffers by it more 
severely than agriculture, and labor of all 
kinds seems to have been singled out as its 
foremost victim. I have examined it care- 
fully to find some section, paragraph, clause, 
or line removing the “ great burden of tariff 
taxes from che shoulders of the people,” 
abotit which we have heard so much for so 
many years from the Democratic ofators and 
have read so frequently in Democratic news- 
papers and platforms, but I have been unsuccess- 
ful in finding any such provision. It is true that 
sugar, an articie of prime necessity to every 
household, and which the law of 1890 made free 
to the people, has been tariffed at from 
1 to 14-10 cents per pound, every cent of 
which will be paid by the consumers of the 
United States. But, doubtless, in compensa- 
tion for this added burden of upward of 
$50,000,000, and because of it, they lowered the 
tariff on tobacco and have extended the bonded 
period for the warehousing of whisky and giving 
to tne distillers eight years in which to pay the 
tax.. They have restored the tariff on coal, but 
then in fairness they should be credited with hav- 
ing taken che tariff off of diamonds. They rea- 
son that the manufacturers are few, forgetting 
that the workmen are many. They look to the 
interests of importers, ignoring the 
farmer, and ~ ‘oblivious to the fact 
that the agriculturist is everywhere. Their blows 
are directed against the welfare of the masses of 
the people, but from them the country wili yet 
hear, for this is still a government of the people. 
and the popular will has already marked them 
for political overthrow. I do not believe that the 
true interests of the South nor of any other sec- 
tion of the country lie in the direction ot free 
trade, nor of the revenue tariff legisiation pro- 
posed by this Congress, 

Anything to Break Down Protection. 


The present position and action of the Dem- 
ocratic leaders on internal taxes is peculiarly an 
anomalous one. They areso determined to break 
down the protective system that they are willing 
to resort to internal taxes, which have been op- 
posed not only by every Democratic 
national administration precedi the pres- 
ent one from Jackson's to ge Oe wR soe 
but also, as a matter of principle by 
every other administration, Federal, Anti-Fed- 
eral, Whig or Republican, in our history. The 
only excuse for the resort to such taxation has 
been the financial exigencies of actual war. 
Laws imposing internal taxes have always 
been repealed as rapidiy as such exigencies 
disappeared and have never before been 
seriously proposed in times of profound 
peace. Some of the same Democratic leaders 
who, during and subsequent to the war, stood in 
Congress speaking and voting against internal 
taxes and an _ income tax, are found 
today heartily favoring them. They were 
unwilling to adopt these methods cf tax- 
ation when it was necessary to preserve 
the government and the flag, but they are willing 
toadopt them now as 4 means of breaking 
down the patriotic principle of protection, under 
which the North and Northwest, as well as the 
South, have enjoyed such unparalleled prosperity 
and have attained such marvelous development. 

It would be interesting to the student of polit- 
ical history to eXamine the various acts and re- 
solves of: Congress touching internal taxes, be- 
ginning in 1861 and including the years during 
and shortly after the war and to 
note the position of the leaders 
of the Democratic party thereon. I have 
time to refer to but one such law—the internal rey- 
enue act which was approved by President Lin- 
coln July 1, 1864. It passed the house April 28, 
the vote being yeas 110, nays 39, every Dem- 
ocrat present and voting responding in the neg- 
ative. Among the Democrats who then con- 
demned internal revenue taxation were John W. 
Chanler, James Brooks, and Fernando Wood 
of New York; Charles A. Eldridge of 
Wisconsin; Benjamin J. Harris of Maryland: 
Daniel pacer ot New Hampshire; John Law. 
James F, McDowell, and Daniel W, Voorhees of 
Indiana ; Anthony L. Knapp, John T. Stuart, and 
William R. Morrison of Illinois: John L. Dawson 
and Sydenham Ancona of Pennsylvanid: Nehe. 
miah Perry of New Jersey, and Samuel S. 
Cox, Alexander Long, and George H. Pendle- 
tion of Ohio. The negative vote by States was 
as follows: Ohio, 12; Lllinois, 8; Pennsylvania.

Such taxes haye constant- 
ly denounced as “war taxes,” and atic 
platforms have lo and clamorously de- 
manded their repeal. Yet thirty years after the 
close of the war, in a time of peace, they now 
propose to reénact, in part, this odious system 
of internal revenue taxation, which James Madi- 
son and otLer illustrious statesmen pronounced 
to be **most grievous and un-American, and only 
to be justified in the presence of a great national 
emergency.” 

To my mind another hurtful provision of the 
Wilson bill, entirely unwarranted by experience 
and unjustifiable as a matterof wise interna- 
tional policy, is that which repeals Sec. 3 of the 
act of 1890 Common known as the “ reciprocity 
clause.” is, it will be remembered, was en- 
acted to secure reciprocal trade between the 
United States and countries largely producing 
sugar, molasses, coffee, tea. and hi and under 
which this country has opened up a foreign trade 
profitable to the people and of the most promis- 
ing proportions. 

Commercial agreements relating to reciprocal 
trade have already been made with the following 
countries: Brazil. the Dominican Republic. 
Spain, for Cuba and Puerto Rico; Guatemala, 
Salvador, the German Empire, Great Britain, for 
certain West Indian colonies and British Guiana; 
Nicaragua, Honduras, and Austro-Hungary: In 
these arrangements it has been the aim of the 
government to secure enlarged markets for the 
produets of agriculture, which, added to their 
splendid home market, would permanent|y secura 
them from the occasioal depressions which visit 
our agriculturists because of their surplus prod- 
ucts. P 

As the result of these commercial arrangements, 
and for the most part due to them. our trade has 
shown a gratifying increase. The domestic ex- 
ports to Germany and protre Renesty had in- 
creased in value up to December, 1893, from 
$48,000,000 to $57,000,000, or more than 21 per 
cent. With American countries the value of our 
exports had increased up to that date: from $44,- 
000,000 -to $54,000,000, or upwards of 23 per 
cent. The total increase in the value of exports 
to all countries with which reciprocal arrange- 
ments have been made had been $20,872,621, 
which sum _ is chiefly from wheat, flour. meat 
and dairy products, from lumber and the mannu- 
factures of iron and steel. Our imports with 
these countries have increased also in the same 
period, consisting of articles which we do not 
ourselves produce, like sugar, india rubber, and 
ernude drugs. 

During the first half of the year 1891 we ex- 
ported to Cuba 14,000 barrels of flour. During 
the first half of the year 1892, under the reci- 
procity clause, we exported to the same country 
837,000 barrels. For the year ending Aug. 31, 
1891, our total exports to Cuba were $11,900,000. 
For the correspomding period, ending Aug. 31, 
1892, our total exports were $19.700,000, under 
alaw not yet two years in operation Of this creat 
increase nearly $4,000,000 was in flour, about 
$2,000,000 wasin bacon, pork and other pro- 
visions, and a large proportion of the remaining 
exports were also agriculturai products, And yet 
the Democratic leaders in Congress seriously 
propose to shut the door of this splendid oppor- 
tunity in the face of the American farmer. 


Tariff Policy Must Be Protective, 


I am not here to discuss tariff rates or 
schedules. These are subject to change up or 
down, as new conditions require it; but my in- 
sistence is that these changes must ever be govy- 
erned by the protective principle, and within 
that principle rates may be, should be, and will 
be amended as time, new processes of manufact- 
ure, and changed commercial conditions require ; 
but they must not fall below a rate which will 
adequately measure the difference between the 
American seale of wages and that of competing 
countries, and must always be in favor of the la- 
bor of our own country and the home market for 
our people. The principle upon which they were 
made is not subject to amendment. The tariff 
policy of this country must be protective. That 
is what we contend for—that is what the Ameri- 
can people mean to have. 

The pretext for the proposed bill is not to 
raise more revenue. The declaration of its 
author and the House committee is that it will 
reduce the revenue. The same effort at tariff 
reduction has been repeatediy made in the past 
when we had a surplus revenue in the Treasury. 
The present law was adequate to meet all the 
expenses of the government and did meet them 
for the first two and a half years of its operation. 
During no year of President Harrison's adminis- 
tration did the receipts fall below the expenses 
of the government, and when President Harrison 
went out of power, while his administration had 
paid off more than $296,000,000 of the principal 
and interest of the national! debt, yet he turned 
over to the administration which succeeded him 
a surplus of upward of $124,000,000, including 
the reserve fund, which under the Republican 
policy had never been encroached upon. 

If there is not enough revenue now it is because 
the proposed change of policy has had the effect 
of diminishing it. The proposed policy has not 
only disturbed domestic trade but the import 
trade. The reason the revenues are less under 
the present administration is because importa- 
tions are less, and the importations are less be- 
cause our people buy less of foreign goods just as 
they are now buying less of domestic goods, also 
owing to their pecuniary distress, and all this .is 
because their incomes and wages have been either 
cut off or greatly reduced. 

You cannot have large importations perma- 
nently uniess the people ‘are prosperous, and the 
more prosperous they are the larger the importa- 
tions. When home prosperity is retarded im- 
portations arechecked and revenues diminish; 
hence the strictly revenue tariff can never be de- 
pended upon in an emergency. Importations are 
reduced by the fact that the party in power is 
pledged to decrease the duties. Those who other- 
wise would import goods are influenced not to do 
so now because the present administration is 
committed to the policy of lowering the duties 
from a protective to a revenue basis. Merchants 
will not import goods at a 60 per cent rate when 
the government is pledged to a 30 per cent rate, 
nor can home manufacturers produce with safety 
under such conditions. Importers will wait for 
the lower duties, and while so waiting importa- 
tions wiil necessarily decline. as they are now de- 
clining, with the inevitabie result, which we now 
see, of greatly diminished revenues. 

The government requires a large annual in- 
come to meet its current expenses. This can only 
be secured by taxation. Some form of taxation 
to provide necessary revenue is inseperable to all 
governments. it must either bedirect or tariff 
taxation. We must either tax ourselves and our 
property, our lands and our investments, or we 
must tax the products of other nations seeking a 
market here. The latter method is resorted to 
by all nations and has been our chief .means of 
raising revenue since the government was found- 
ed. We have both systemsin operation in this 
country. The bulk of oug revenne comes from 
tar.ff taxes and the remainder is secured by tax- 
ing spirits and tobacco, which of the long list are 
the only war taxes remaining. 


Schools of Tariff Taxation. 


The advocates of tariff taxation are divided into 
two schools, Both schools believe in raising pub- 
lic money by a tariff, and only differ as to the 
kind of tariff to accomplish this purpose. One 
school, the Democratic school, advocates a tariff 
for revenue only; the other, the Republican 
school, advocates a tariff for revenue and also 
protection. A revenue tariff has no other aim or 
purpose and disclaims every other save revenue. 
A protective tariff, while raising all needed 
revenue, is ever mindful that the taxes imposed 
shall be upon those foreign preducts which will 
most encourage domestic production and rest 
most lightly upon the consumer. ‘the revenue 
tariff is unmindful of the deveiopment and pros- 
perity of our country. The protective tariff, 
while having revenue anc the needs of the Treas- 
ury always in view, steadily keeps in mind our 
industries and the occupations of our own 
people. A revenue tariff seeks out arti- 
cles of prime necessity, often such as we cannot 
produce in our own country and makes them the 
subject of taxation. The Senate has just intro- 
duced an amendment to the Wiison bill which is 
a striking illustration of a revenue tariff. It takes 
sugar, an article which enters into every man’s 
household, and which for the most part we do 
not produce at home, from the free list and places 
it upon the dutiabie list. 

A revenne tariff will raise revenue for a time at 
least, but it is inadequate to encourage, promote, 
and protect production in our own country. Pro- 
tection seeks out those articles of foreign pro- 
duction which we can produce at home and puts 
a tariff upon them, and while every importation 
of such articles produces revenue which goes into 
the Treasury, it atthe same time stimulates our 
domestic production and sustains and defends 
our domestic enterprises. So long as we have to 
use the taxing power why not useitinthe in- 
terest of our own people and their occupations? 
Whatisthe gain if we do put money into the 
pubiic treasury under a revenue tariff and 
thereby discourage domestic enterprise and de- 
stroy the a, yp > op nd for eapital and labor to 
earn money? Why tax a foreign article which 
we cannot produce rather than one which we 
can? In the former case we heip no domestic in- 
dustry; in the latter our tariffs discriminate 
against the foreign and in favor of the home 
product. A tariff levied exclusively for revenue 
encourages foreign importations—that is what it 
is made for, and when such a tariff is levied on 
articles the like of which we produce at home 
it, discourages our own producers by depriving 
them of the home market which justly beiongs to 
them. A revenue tariff encourages no home en- 
terprises; it supplies employment to no American 
workingmaa; it takes employment from him be- 
cause in the encouragement of foreign importa- 
tions it diminishes the demand for American 
products. To the extent that it diminishés the 
demand for American products, it diminishes the 
demand for the American producer. The use of 
a foreign article, which a Democratic rev- 
enue tariff encourages, means less use 
or no use of a like domestic ar- 
ticle. So long as. labor is cheaper in Europe 
and conditions are lower there than here 
a free trade or a revenue tariff upon competing 
goods tends either to destroy domestic produc 
tion or to ievel labor and every other condition 
to the foreign standard. A revenue tariff is an 
enemy to the American shop, the American work- 
ingman, to American prosperity, and American 
industrial independerice. It has not a singie ele- 
ment of patriotism. it has no nationai spirit or 
instinet. To supply the needs of the Treasury is 
its chief and exciusive concern. It has no other. 
lt is a sure precursor to national poverty, nation- 
al bankruptcy, and individuai distress. It is the 
forerunner of hard times. It is without a single 
worthy triumph, The years in which it has been 
tried in the United States excite neither our re- 
spect nor pride. It has furnished no inepiring 
P in our history. Its record -has been one o 

ient revenues, greater bouded indebtedness, 
and universai want among ie pecese. 

The prevailing widespread tress emphasizes 
the necessity of enlightened public poiicy and 
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every reform, Re wise a A 
istration and legislation. . The want of 
this quality is the infirmity of the present 
administration and the present Congress. 
Their victory was due to discontent of every 
kind. It was not the result of unity of pur- 
pose, nor of lofty and united public sentiment. 
; was the outcome of misguided judgment, 
piaue, passion, and prejudice. The majority of 
ose who voted for Mr. Cleveland and the pres- 
ent Democratic Congress did not a upon any 
rinciple or policy. They had their several dit- 
erent reasons for opposition to the Republican 
party and their temporary union was not in- 
spired by devotion to Democratic principles, 
urposes, or policies, Free silver men voted the 
emocratic ticket; opponents to free silver, or to 
any silverin our circulating medium, voted it: 
the wildest inflationist as mn as thoge inflexibly 
opposed to every form of inflation of our cur- 
ponies voted it; the protectionist voted it because 
1@ did not believe the Democratic leaders 
reckless enough to disturb the 
free-trader voted it in the 
the Democratic leaders 

would demolish all custom-houses and inau 
urate unrestricted commerce with all the world; 
the single tax men, the disciples of Henry George, 
voted it, while thousands who hate all such 
vagaries voted it; the silver standard, the gold 
standard, the double standard, the paper money 
advocates, and the advocates of State bank 
money vo it; pensioners voted it and those 
who were certain that the Democratic leaders 
could be counted upon to wipe out all pensions 
voted it. And when it was all over and the vic- 
tory was won by these various antagonistic and 
contending elements the realization of their 
hopes and the enactment of any legislation for 
the good of the country were of course found 
to be utterly impossible. Failure and dis- 
appointment were bound to follow an 
administration and Congress thus chosen. 
and the whole country suffers as a re- 
sult. The administration and Congress are with- 
out compass or rudder. Before they have accom- 
plished anything—while they ure yet wrangling 
about what they will do—the people have become 
so dissatisfied as to burn with impatience for an 
opportunity to repudiate them. A general -elec- 
tion was never before so much desired as now, 
and never so much needed. The altogether too 
common idea that there is, in fact, little differ-

in power, has beén completely exploded by one 
year's trial of the Democratic party. That differ. 
ence has been snown to be so vast as to fill the 
country with astonishment. It is a greater 
question than who shail hold the offices. In 
act, it has been demonstrated that the success of 
one party dr the othér means all the difference 
between national happiness and prosperity and 
national discontent and distress. 


Appeal to Minnesota Voters. 


What part shall you, my fellow-countrymen of 
the State of Minnesota, take in the settlement of 
these great and pressing public quéstions? May 
we not hope that the spirit of justice and patriot- 
ism which animated you in the critical days of 
the past, when the people of the Northwest led 
the hosts of freedom in the great contest with 
the slave power, may still inspire you to even 
mightier efforts in behalf of the fundamental 
principles of our government‘, and of our indus- 
trial indepentence and prosperity? Standing be- 
fore this vast assembly I recall the words of 
William H. Seward, Spoken to the people at St. 
Paul Sept. 18, 1860, when he said: 

* The virtue which is to save this nation must 
reside in the Northwest. On both sides of this 
stream are the peopie who hold in their hands 
the destinies of the republic. That some great 
States are to be built up in the valley of the Mis- 
sissippi, lI know. You will no longer hear here- 
after of the ‘Old Dominion’ State; dominion 
passed away from Virginia long ago. Pennsylva- 
nia is no longerane Keystone of the American 
Union, for the arch has been extended from the 
Atlantic coast to the Pacific Ocean and the center 
of the arch is moved westward. A new keystone 
is to be built in that arch. New York will cease 
to be the Empire State and anew Empire State 
will grow up ina northern latitude where the 
lands are rich and where the people who culti- 
vate them are all free and all equai. That State 
which shall be truest to the great fundamental 
principles of the government, that State which 
shall be most faithful and most vigorous in de- 
veloping and perfecting society on those princi- 
ples will be at once the new Dominion State, the 
new Keystone State, the new Empire State.”’ 

The question for which the great New York 
statesman spoke so eloquently has been settled, 
righteously settied,- as he plead and prayed it 
might be; settied in conseqtience of the decrees 
of the great campaign in which hespoke; settled 
by the great liberator for whom he spoke, the im- 
mortal Lincoln: settled in eternal justiee, for 
freedom and mankind. Citizenship is no longer 
unequal and every man is free beneath the flag. 
The differences existing then are no longer pres- 
ent to impede the progress and unity of the re- 
public or tostand between us iu the realization of 
its highest interests. Now all sections and all 
States bow at the shrine of freedom. All have a 
common and glorious citizenship, all alike inter- 
est in the permanency and progress of the Union. 
The liberty for which Seward spoke has been 
secured and the Union saved stronger and better 
than ever. The virtue which is to advance the 
Nation now free to its highest destiny and glory 
must reside in the people not of the Northwest 
alone, but in the peovle of every part of ourcom- 
mon country. The Northwest can be relied upon 
now and in the future, as in the past, to contrib- 
ute to the onward march of the best government 
on the face of the earth. 

Resolutions of the Leacue. 

The committee on resolutions completed 
the work assigned it this evening, and at the 
mass-meeting at which Maj. McKinley 
spoke presented a set of resolutions 
for adoption. They were long and 
embraced a scorching arraignment of the 
Democratic party, particularly in regard to its 
action in the matter of pensions, indorsed the 
administration of Gov. Nelson of Minnesota, 
complimented the officers’of the league for 
faithful service during the last year, and con- 
cluded by reaffirming faith and loyalty to the 
principies of the Republican party.

SAXTON ELECTION BILL PASSED. 


Violation of New York Ballot Laws Made 
a Penal Offense. 

Aupany, N. Y., March 28.—[Special. |—The 
Senate passed the Saxton election bill, which 
makes violation of the election laws a venal 
offense and disqualifiss any one committing 
bribery from holding office for five years. 
Senator O’Connor’s non-partisan inspectors 
of election bill was passed after the Assembly 
amendments were concurred in. If the Gov- 
ernor signs it the law will go into effect July 
1, and will not affect the spring elections. It 
provides for Boards of Inspectors of four 
members, two Republicans and two Demo- 
crats. In case of a dispute the State organi- 
zation is to designate the inspectors to be ap- 
pointed. In the Assembly the flag bill of Mr. 
Lawson was amended so as to include county 
buildings in the prohibition of flying foreign 
emblems.

BARRETT SMITH CHARGED WITH ARSON. 


With Isadore Harris, He Is Alleged to 
Have Cons«pired te Defrauad. 

In the alleged arson cases on which Inspec- 
tors Conway and Cowie have been working« 
and in connection with which Isadore Harris 
was arrested Tuesday night, Barrett Smith 


went into the Criminal Court yesterday morn- \ 


ing and gave himself up. Smith and Harris 
were under indictment and they were released 
yesterday in $3,000 bonds each. . 

The story which these arrests develop is of 
a peculiar character. Barrett Smith-and Isaac 
or Isadore Harrisere wanted for arson, the 
complainants being eleven fire insurance 
companies, which claim to have been de- 
frauded of sums aggregatnmg $30,000. 
Smith’s last public appearance was as owner 
of a clothing store at No. 261 South Clark 
street. Harris was bookkeeper. Jan. 11 there 
was a fire in that store and the stock was 
entirely destroyed. The fire started with an 
explosion. The next’ second a regular wave 
of flame swept through the place and when it 
passed there remained nothing but the walls 
of the store. This peculiarity of the fire was 
identical with several others which were 
known to have been caused by incendiary 
bombs. When the investigation was made it 
was found that insurance was carried in 
eleven companies. According to Smith he 
and Harris locked the store as usual and left 
the key with a shoemaker who lived below 
several hours before the fire. Benjamin Ab- 
lan, the shoemaker, was questioned. Ablan 
has a wife and seven children, and his family 
narrowly escaped death the night of the fire. 
According to Ablan, Smith did leave the 
key with him at 6 o’clock, but he declares 
that several hours later and a few minutes be- 
fore the fire broke out he saw three men hur- 
riedly leaving the store. His son also claims 
to have seen the men leave. It is alleged-that 
Smith had a store at No. 6201 Halsted street, 
which was also destroyed by fire Dec. 10. 
There was $14,000 insurance on the Clark 
street place, but nota cent has been puid by 
the companies, The companies involved are

GREAT BRITAIN IS LIKELY TO AGREE. 


Belief That an Extension of the Modus 
Vivendi Wiil Be Secured. 
Wasnineror, D. C., March 28.—Ambassa- 
dor Bayard has been pressing upon the atten- 
tion of the British Foreign Office the necessity 
of speedy action upon the proposition to re- 
place the existing modus vivendi relative to 
the seal fisheries by one on broader lines to 
conform more closely to the decision of the 
arbitrators. There is reason to believe that 
Sir Julian Pauncefote, the British Ambassa- 
dor here, will soon receive authority to con- 
summate such an agreement by which the 
small differences between the two parties to 
the treaty respecting the extent of the closed 
zone will be adjusted on the basis of the forty- 
second parallel. This would make it impos- 
sible for sealing vessels lawfully to take seals 
anywhere in the Pacific north of the boundary 
between California and Oregon after May 1. 
It is understood the main point of differ- 
ence arises from the insistence of the British 
that warning be served on the Canadian seal- 
ers who go into the forbidden zone before the 
agreement is ratified as a preliminary to seiz- 
ure, Secretary Gresham has taken the ground 
that these vessels have already had sufficient 
warning. This point, however, does not ap- 
pear toinvolvea difference so radical as to 
threaten an amicable understanding. 
Secretary Gresham had an interview with 
the President today after Sir Julian’s visit, 
and an evidence of the expectation of the ad- 
ministration was afforded by the selection of 
the patrol vessels and the. beginning of the 
preparation of the sailing orders of the flect.

WANT A HEALTH BUREAU FORMED, 


Many Medical Men Interested tn an Im- 
portant Committee Hearing. 
Wasuineton, D. C., March 28.—The medic- 
al profession was well represented at a hear- 
ing today before the House Committee on In- 
ter-State and Foreign Commeree upon the bill 
establishing a Bureau of Public Health within 
the Department of-the Interior. The bill was 
prepared by the National Quarantine com mit- 
tee of the New York Academy of Medicine 
and at today’s hearing members of the com- 
mittee as well as other medical gentlemen 
were present. The proposed bureau is to con- 
sist of a Commissioner of Public Health and 
an advisory council. The duties of the bu- 
reau are to eodllect and diffuse information 
upon matters affecting the public health and 
the preparation of regulations for securing 
the best sanitary condition of vessels from 
foreign ports and tor the prevention of the in- 
troduction and spread of infectious diseases in 
the United States. The advisory council is to 
consist of one member from each State. 

. POPULAR ELECTION OF SENATORS. 
Mr. Bryan Makes an Argument for His 
Constitutional Amendment. 

Wasuinaton, D. C,, March 28.—Represen- 
tative Bryan of Nébraska today made a state- 
ment before the Committee on the Election

~The legislative inefficiency of the Demo- 
crats was again shown today. Absenteejsm 
is the great evil from which they suffer; but in 
this case it redounded to the profit of the Re- 
publicans, who successfully resisted the un- 
seating of Mr. Joy by arbitrary tactids, 
When, however, the Democrats get their pri- 
vate business transacted they will return to 
the House, and then the wishes of the bluader- 
ing majority will be carried out.

Mr. Outhwaite (Dem., O.), from the Com- 
mittee on Rules, reported a rule limiting de- 
bate to two hours each on the two election 
cases of O'Neill vs. Joy and English vs, Hil- 
born, the final vote to be then taken. Mr, 
Outhwaite demanded the previous question on 
the adoption of the rule, and the vote resulted 
179 yeas and 1 nay, one more than a quorum, 
The speaker voted in the affirmative. 

Reed Raises Objections, 

Mr. Reed criticised the disposition to hustle 
through these cases without discussion. He 
said the purpose of the Republicans had been 
to call attention to a great outrage, the House 
and the country being in the habit of paying 
little attention to election cases.

he duty on woolen clothing was 10 cents a 
apape specific and 30 per cent ad valorem.

«| DEBATE ONTHEA P. A | 


FORENSIO TILT OF PROF, SIMS AND 
IGNATIUS DONNELLY. 


Bitter Arraignment of the Catholic Church. 
Made by the Advocate of the Seéret So- 
clety~He Alleges That Its Hierarchy 
Exists in Treason to This Country= 
Donnelly Attacks the A. P. A; Princi- 
pally from a Constitutional and Chris- 
tian Point of View. 


Mitwavxenr, Wis., March 28.—[Special. ]— 
Ignatius Donnelly and Prof. Walter Sims de- 
bated the A. P. A. question at the Academy of 
Music tonight. There gvere 2,500 people 
present, The debate last3d two hours and a 
half, and the vast audience listened attentively 
to the speakers. There were large delega- 
tions of A, P. A.’s and Catholics present, 
and they applauded and cheered the state. 
ments of their respective: champions. The 
meeting was presided over by © Jeremiah 
Quinn, who in opening declared that no 
hissing or other disturbances would be tol- 
erated. 

The debate was opened by Prof. Sims, who 
said in substance it was not his purpose to 
discuss the doctrines of any church, but to 
lay before the people a possible danger to the 
institutions of this country. He reviewed the 
history of America, saying that it was peopled 
because the people of Europe wanted to get 
away from ecclesiastical and civil tyranny 
and that this country was reared to prove that 
God can reign by and through the people as 
well as through the individual. 

** T stand here,” he said, ‘* the representative 
of the American Protective Associatiop and I 
am proud of it. It is the champion of re- 
ligious liberty, of free speech, of a free press, 
of free public schools, the prop and the bul- 
wark of the American Constitution. I am 
here to show to you that the institution which 
has followed George III. in this last decade of 
the nineteenth century is now showing its 
head, and we must do battle with it as it is 
making the last attempt to preserve tyranny 
on our soil, , 


Alleged Position of Catholics Defined. 


“I contend the Roman Catholic Church is 
opposed to the American Constitution, am in 
that church power proceeds from one aha. 
A good Roman Catholic cannot bea good 
citizen. I maintain that the Roman Catholic 
Church is in politics in this country. It is o 
posed to the public schools. The propagan 
of the Roman Catholic Church in this country 
is treason to our institutions. The Roman 
Catholic hierarchy of this cguntry is the most 
dangerous political party in the world. These 
charges are severe, and on them the American 
Protective Association rests. l have nothing 
to say to any individual Catholic; the fight is 
with the hierarchy of the church and with the 
church as an institution.” 

He then called attention to the condition of 
the church in Italy and France, saying that 
the Catholics in their own country have, repu- 
diated the power of the Pope because of his 
interference with politics, There was a con- 
spiracy formed in 1829 between the Pope of 
Rome and the European powers to overthrow 
the American Republic because the existence 
of a self-governed people isa menace to the 
powers of Europe. 


Donnelly States His Position. 


Mr. Donnelly began by saying that it “‘ was 
a rather lopsided debate, as Mr. Sims ap- 
eared as the avowed opponent of the Catho- 
ics, while I do not belong to that church nor 
to any other church. I am here merely asa 
lover of fair play. Idon’t believe that any 
member of the A. P. A. ever joined that so- 
ciety with other than pure and noble motives, 
believing that he was serving God and his 
country.’”’ He called attention to his stand 
on public affairs and said he could not be 
questioned on it, Continuing he said: 

‘“*The members of the A. P. A. claim to be 
in favor of religious liberty, but they take 
an oath not to give employment to a Catholic. 
That is saying to them, ‘ you may have relig- 
ious liberty, but you must starve for it.’ 
Christ said ‘Suffer little cmldren to come 
unto me, for of such is the kingdon? of 
heaven.’ ‘ Suffer little children to starve, for 
of such is the kingdom of hell,’ said the A. P. 
A., if they are Catholics. This is religious 
liberty with a veageance.”” He reviewed tlie 
history of Catholics in this country, and as he 
recounted the deeds of Carroll of Carrollton, 
of Gen. George G. Meade, Gen. Phil Sheri- 
dan, Gen. Rosecrans, Gen. Meagher, and Gen. 
Shields, each name was greeted with shouts 
of applause, : 

Extols the Roman Church, 


He. reviewed the history of civilization, 
showing the Catholic Church, with all her 
fdults, was the preserver of whatever there is 
good in civilization, and showed the A. P. 4. 
was opposed to the Christian spirit of peace. 

Mr. Sims replied, saying the Irish in this 
country control about 60 per cent of the offices 
and they rule our cities badly. He quoted Ban- 
croft to show that the British Gen. Howe 
raised a regiment of Roman Catholics 
in Philadelphia, and that there was 
one instance in which 500 Irish 
men deserted the American army and joinéd 
the British. Gen. Sheridan was never a 
Roman Catholic. [Cheers.} When he came 
todie and while yet conscious hesaid he 
wanted no priest. In regard to the assassina- 
tion of President Lincoln, John Wilkes Booth 
was a Roman Catholic, .Mrs. Surratt’s house, 
where that conspiracy was hatched, was a re- 
sort for Jesuit priests. The Pope favored the 
Southern Confederacy; I repeat it, he 
blessed the Confederacy. A Roman Catholic 
eannot be a good citizen, because he dares 
not de anything but what the Pope directs. 
The Roman Catholic Church is opposed to the 
education of the masses; that is the reason it 
is opposed to the public schools.”’ 

Mr. Donnelly, in reply, quoted from a let- 
ter of George Washington to show how he ap- 
preciated the part which the Catholic popula- 
tion played in the achievement of inde- 
pendence. The A. P. A.’s, he said, swear 
never to strike, and Eugene Debs has de- 
clared that the ——e originated with 
railway’ money ings in New York. 
The labor organizations are torn 
on account of it.” The professor 
says that the A. P. A. has never begun a boy- 
cott. Why, it is all a boycott, and it is leading 
you laboring men to bondage. A. P.A. men 
dare not strike against outrages of their em- 

loyers because they know there are plenty of 
Catholics to take their places. You see from 
this where they are leading youto. Let me beg 
of you to put aside these animosities and stop 
this réligious discussion. The American Na- 
tion is more in danger from plutocracy than 
it is from the Pope of Rome.”’

Toronto, Ont., March 28.—[Special.]— 
Postmaster Patterson, on being interviewed 
regarding his recent action in seizing Con.

tax question, said: ‘‘These pamphlets un- 
questionably contain speeches made in Con- 
gress and as such, through the courtesy of the 
government, are allowed to be carried free 
in Canada.

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M’KINLEY AT » MINREAPOLIS. 

Gov. McKinley’s speech at Minneapolis yes- 
terday. which is printed elsewhere in Tax 
TRrBune, is a summary of the tariff history of 
the country. He shows from the record how 
prosperity has followed always in the wake of 
protection and advers'‘ty in that of free trade. 
Never have those truths been so strikingly 
illustrated as during the last two years, The 
Democratic party won on a free trade plat- 
form in 1892 and is now seeking to pass @ 
low tariff bill. In consequence, as Gov. Mc- 
Kinley says— 

Investments have beon sacrificed, capital has 
been despoiled of its carnings, and labor. more 
than ali and dearer to us than all, has succumoed 
to the wasting blasts of the great change by 
which industry has been cheated of its just re- 
ward. Everything has suffered but the Repub- 
liean cause, Everything has been blighted but 


Republican principles. They have escaped the 
mildew which has settled upon everything else. 


It is trae, as Cov. McKinley says, that * the 
people have realized their great mistake—a 
mistake which they now tee] most sensibly and 
regret most deeply.”’ But they will have to 
suffer the consequences of that mistake until 
they have elected a President and a Congress 
pledged to restore the protective principle. 

The Wilson bill was aptly described by the 
speaker as “‘narrow, sectional, and provin- 
cial, ’ the work of men who seemed to have 
forgotten that slavery had ceased to exist, a 
bill ‘* for the plantation, not for the farm and 
the factory.” Gov, McKinley said he had ex- 
amined the Wilson bill carefully and found 
therein “nothing but irritation and aggrava- 
tion to the great industries of the country. 
No interest suffers by it more severely than 
agriculture, and labor of all kinds seoms to be 
singled out as its foremost victim.” 

While criticising so justly the tariff part of 
the bill he did not fail to call attention to the 
income tax part of it and to show how the 
Democrats, for the purpose of breaking down 
the protective system. were imposing a tax 
which should »e resorted to only in times of 
war and which they had fought most bitterly 
when levied to aid in the suppression of the 
rebellion, 

In. November a new House of Representa- 
tives will be elected to replace the one which 
passed the Wilson bill. The voters, thorough- 
ly acquainted by that time with that measure 
ard its workings,’ will substitute for the 
Democratic Housd a Republican one, which 
will see to it that no further step towards free 
trade is taken during the remainder of Cleve- 
land's administration.

‘Mr.John Kendrick Bangs, editor of the 
‘* Drawer” in Harper's Magazine, for some 
time has posed as a humorist. He has writ- 
ten some short tales and poems alleged to be 
funny. He has published some books appar- 
ently of a mirthful character. Recently, 
however, he carried hishumor to a conclusion 
he will not soon forget. Mr. John Kendrick 
Bangs resides in Yonkers, N. Y., a Democrat- 
ic stronghold. He isa Democrat himeelf, as 
are all other einployés of the Harper household. 
Acting upon this view of the situation and be- 
lieving that a nomination would be equivalent 
to an election without much effort on his own 
part John Kendrick secured the nomination 
for Mayor. The canvass lasted three woeks. 
in that time he made six speeches and con- 
sented to fourteen interviews, all of which 
were supposed to be funny. John Kendrick 
was never so humorous before, never in such 
high spirits. He was to be the funny Mayor 
of Yonkers.

All through election day John Kendrick went 
about beaming humor, radiating cheerfulness, 
and shaking hands with himself as he thought 
of the result and of the funny Mayor Yonkers 
was about tohave. After dinner he dropped 
down to the city hall to see the counting of 
the votes. He entered that apartment in the 
highest of spirits, shaking hands with his 
Democratic fellow-citizens in the most enthu- 
siastic manner and receiving their congatula- 
tions ina@tke best of humor. John Kendrick 
always would be funny.

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REAL AND IMAGINARY BIMETALLISM., 

It is reported that the Mexican Government 
favors an American financial union, and 
shortly will be ready to treat with the United 
States on vital matters connected with the 
| defense of the white metal as a monetary 
standard. This news may be encouraging to 
the friends of genuine bimetallism hore, but 
contains little comfort to the fellows who are 
“demanding ’’ bimetallism on an impossible 
ratio of 16 to 1 for this country. Mexico is 
dealing with silver on its merits, paying it out 
and receiving it atthe bullion value of the 
metal. It is claimed to be the ambition of 
President Diaz and his Cabinet to sustain on 
its present high plane the national credit of 
Mexico. Hence they hope for some arrange- 
ment by which silver may be used more ex. 
tensively as a money metal. They believe 
this would prevent a further drop in its bull- 
ion value, and perhaps cause a moderate rise 
in quotations. But they have no idea that the 
metal can be lifted up so much. that 16 
ounces of it will circulate as the bullion 
equivalent of one ounce of gold, nor do they 
expect to be able to use it at that ratio in the 
payment of home or foreign indebtedness. 
They now have to pay about 85 ounces of 
silver for a debt measured by one ounce of 
gold. It would be a good thing for them if 
the equivalent were luwered to 30, and still 
better if it were made 25, but thep would 
scout as absurd the claim that it could be re. 
duced to 16 by an agreement with the United 
States or otherwise. 

It is reserved to a comparatively few cranks 
in this couatry to entertain’ that supposition, 
and to a somewhat larger number to make the 
claim without believing it. Both advocate 
free coinage on the ratio of 16 to 1, the first 
holding that would give us bimetallism, the 
second knowing it would not. The latter ate 
convinced that such free coinage would give 
us silver monometallism, as is the case with 
Mexico, and they want it for that reason, and 
because they think under it they could do 
ar ot ceo 
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and otherwise would not iaunas for 16 to 1. 
It is true that some of then are rathe: hazy 
in regard to the proposition that our foreign 
debts as well as the domestic ones could be 
canceled by the paymont of about half the 
amount in silver, but that has been advocated 
openly, and doubtless there are people foolish 
enough to suppose it practicable. The states- 
men of Mexico do not believe it would be 
practicable for their country. But they are 
ona monometallic silver basis, with little 
hope of being able to change from it to the 
more sengibie and stable one adopted by the 
leading commercial nation :. 
ing in silver, reckoned at its actual value, and 
expect to keep on doing so, that being their 
only chance to sustain the national credit 
which they value more highly than our would- 
be inflationiats value the credit of the United 
States. 

The people of this country do not want to 
sink to the semi-barbarous level of a silver 
monometallism, such as obtains in Mexico, 
but the inflationists among them might take 
with advantage a lesson in financial honor 
from the Mexicans. They also might learn 
from the example of our Southern neighbors 
that real bimetallism is possible only when 
the two metals circulate at their bullion val- 
ues, the currency units of each. beng intrin- 
sically equal in purchasing power, and that 
without such equality bimetallism_.under free 
coinage could not be other than imaginary. 
It must result in the exclusive circulation of 
coins of the cheaper metal, the more valuable 
being driven out of use, as is the case in 
Mexico.

THE TRADES UN ION IDEA AMON G JUDGES, 

When Pangloss was explaining to Candide 
how everything was forthe bestin this best 
of possible worlds, and how the existence of 
one thing necessitated the existence of an- 
other, he illustrated hia statement by showing 
how since there were houses there had to be 
men to live in them, and since there were 
boots men had to have legs to stick into them, 
Most men may think that Pangioss reversed 
the natural order of things, but there are 
many who Teason muchas he did, though 
they may not admitit. The politician be- 
lieves at the bottom of his heart that popular 
suffrage was devised that he might have an 
office. The physician cannot beip thinking 
that disease and death entered the world in 
order that thé education of doctors might be 
advanced. Many clergymen and priests ap- 
parently imagine that souls were ‘made only 
to be “saved.”’ 

If the Judges of Cook County were to wan- 
der into that Palace of Truth, where people 
speak out their real thoughts, they would say 
unhesitatingly that in their opinion the crim- 
inal law was not established for the purpose 
of punishing crime, but in ordet that Judges 
and lawyers might be kept continually busy, 
and were any one to contradict them and to 
say that the object of the law was to protect 
the community and to punish offenders, 
whether poor or rich, helpless or influential, 
and that Judges were but servants of the peo- 
ple, the Judges of Cook County would, by um- 
plication, deny the truth of the assertion. 

They would say triumphantly: “ If the crim- 
inal code were enacted for the people and not 
for the Judges and the lawycrs, would Cough- 
lin have escaped, or would Prendergast have 
been snatched from the gallows? Would the 
administration of the law abound with tech- 
nicalities which we have devised in order that 
the criminal who has money and a tricky 
lawyer may escape justice, and that there may 
be employment fora larger number of law- 
yers? If courts were organized for the peo- 
pie and not for the benefit of the Judges, 
could we take things as easily as we do? Could 
we draw big salaries steadily and work occa- 
sionally ?”’ 

The facts are on their side. Evidently it 
was ordained that certain fortunate individu- 
uls, residents of this county, should be sup- 
ported by the community. Hence a system 
of laws was adopted, Judgeships -ereated, and 
$7,000 salaries attached thereto. Judges be- 
ing after a fashion divinely ordained are un- 
der no obligation to the taxpayers who sup- 
port them. Common citizens exist mainly 
for the purpose of supporting lawyers and 
Judges. If a Judge in Cook County does not 
feel like warking he need not work. His 
docket may be crowded with cases. Litigants 
whose fortunes are at stake may besiege his 
court. But if he thinks the winter climate of 
Florida pleasanter than that of Chicago, to 
Florida he goes. If he feels like visiting 
Mexico he drops his business, leaves his clerk 
and bailiff idls, and starts for Mexico. He 
does not wait for the two months’ summer va- 
cation, but hA goes at once, whether the sea- 
son be autumn, winter, or spring. The sal- 
ary, however, never stops. It goes on whether 
the Judge is busy or idle, whether he is in 
Bermuda, Fiorida, or Mexico,: There is no 
vacation for the taxpayer. Off the bench the 
man who leaves his job and goes pleasuring 
does not expect to be paid while he is idle. 
But the Judge would resent the suggestion of 
“no work, no pay,” for he conceives it is the 
duty of the community to support him, 
whether he is busy or idle. 

Before going on thé bensh a Judge is a 
hale, hearty sort of a fellow. He works hard, 
often for small fees, and yet he does not get 
sick. He will work in a caseday and night for 
weeks and is glad to start on another case at 
once if he can get a client. But the moment 
he becomes a Judge his health becomes deli- 
cate. He is perpetually on the verge of break- 
ing down. If the trial of a case takes him 
two weeks or more he says he has performed 
one of the labors of Hercules, is fagged out, 
and must take a rest. He is grieved if the 
citizens do not hold a mass-meeting and pass 
resolutions congratulating him on aving 
endured heroically the labors of ‘the court- 
room for a fortnight. 

Yet while always frail and delicate a Judge 
never resigns unless it be to take a place 
which pays more than $7,000a year. The 
Judges complain of the foul air and unstable 
ceilings of court-rooms,.but they never re- 
sign to escape either of them. They complain 
of being overworked, but they do not leave 
the bench for that reason. They complain 
that they cannot catch up with their dockets, 
but instead of staying in Chicago and trying 
to do so they call on the Legislature to make 
more J udgeships so that more healthy law- 
yers may be converted into sickly Judges. 
They want more Judges, more court-rooms, 
more bailiffs. They want a new court-house, 
consisting chiefly of court-rooms, because 
when there are new court-rooms there will 
have to be new Judges to fill them, 

It will be seen that the Judges think the 
judicial systém was devised for their benefit 
and not for that of the people. That is why 
they take liberties with the law which Judges 
in other States and other Illinois counties 
than Cook would not dream of taking. And 
so strong is their conviction that they form an 
exnited guild, above all Jaw, that whatever 
one does which provokes public criticism is 
defended straightway by all the others, They 
are infallible and no one must intimate that 
they can make a mistake. 

Some of the Judges of this county have 
madea mistake. The law was blished for 
the benefit of the people and not to give 
Judges well-paid offices. They should reflect 
that they are paid to work and not paid to 
take pleasure trips, nor to subscribe defense

The claim made bythe United States re- 
garding that part of the Lake-Front between 

Rindolph and Madison streets in the suit now 

pending in the Supreme Court is as ‘follows: 

That the land in question was dedicaved to 

public uses at the time the Fort Dearborn 

reservation was plotted and most of it sold; 

that the fee is still in the General Govern- 
ment, and if any attempt is made to divert to 
other uses that land which was marked on the 
plot to remain vacant of buildings it will re- 
vert to the government; that a diversion was 
attempted by the act of 1869 by which the 

Legislature assume to direct the city to sell 

the northern Lake-Front block$ to the Illi- 

nois Central and Michigan Central for a cér- 

tain sum, and that in order to prevent a cloud 
on its title and protect its reversionary inter- 
est the title and the interest of the United 

States should be declared and set forth by the 

Supreme Court. 

Therefore it appears that the United States 
is not trying to deprive the cifizens of Chi- 
cago of the use as a public ground of the 
Lake-Front between Randolph and Madison, 
but is seeking to get [rom the court a decis- 
ion which will be in substance that no other 
use can/ be made of that property and no 
buildings even of a public nature can be 
erected there without the consent of the 
United States, which, it is asserted, still owns 
the fee of the two blocks in question and also 
of the streets in the Fort Dearborn addition 
dedicated by it, 

But the decision of the Supreme Court in 
the Lake-Front case sustaining the validity of 
the repealing act of 1873 puts an end to tha 
claim of the two railroad companies that they 
have any rights in the two blocks between 
Randolph and Madison, nor is there any 
danger that another Legislature will be as 
purchasabie as that of 1869. More than 
that, however, it was declared in that same 
decision that the fee of the public grounds 
and of the streets in the Fort Dearborn addi- 
tion isin the city subject tothe public uses 
designated on the plot. Besides that, Judges 
Harlan and Blodgett in their decision declared 
that there could be no reversion to the United 
States even if' another use were made of the 
land—that title had passed utterly from the 
General Government and could not return to 
it under any circumstances. 

The Supreme Court having held once that 
the fee is in the city is not likely to change 
the opinion previously announced, especially 
as no new reasonscan be advanced why it 
should do so. 


A GREAT NEW CHANCE FOR THE JUDGES 

We respectfully suggest to some of our 
Judges the propriety of raising a defense 
und immediately on behalf of Guy T. Olm- 
stead, who shot and mortally wounded a letter 
carrier yesterday at the corner of Madison 
and Clark streets, It is evident that Olmstead 
is much more deserving of the sympathy of 
the bench and bar than Prendergast is. Olm- 
stead is madder than Prendergast is. Olm- 
stead shot a man because he loved him, 
whereas Prendergast shot a man he hated. 
Olmstead took no measures for his own 
safety, whereas Prendergast promptly sur- 
rendered himself to the police and asked to 
be putinacell. Olmstead tried to commit 
suicide, but Prendergast has developed only 
homicidal tendencies as against his jailers 
and prosecutors. 

The defense fund of the bench and bar can- 


» not be raised too quickly. Itis evident that 


Olmstead has few friends and no money. He 
will probably be quickly tried and hanged, 
without benefit of clergy, unless the bench, 
acting together, shall intervene in his behalf 
at the earliest possible moment. We do not 
see why the county should be put to the ex- 
pense of a trial or an appeal to the Supreme 
Court or to the Governor. All that is neces- 
sary is totake an appeal on the ground of 
recent insanity—arising since the commission 
of the crime—to a Judge sitting in the Crim- 
inal Court. If Olmstead was not actually in- 
sane when the crime was committed it is 
more than likely that he is insane now. At 
least we are sure he feels badly aboutit. His 
mind is much disturbed, He would like much 
to escape the legal consequences of such an 
act. Without having had any contidential 


communication with him on the “subject we 


feel justified in saying that he would prefer— 
all other things being equal—not to be 
hanged. 

This is a case which especially cails for the 
intervention of the bench and the bar, for it is 
quite possible that if the bench and the bar 
had not interfered on behalf of Prendergast 
this case might not have arisen. Theexample 
of a criminal getting a new trial from a court 
of inferior jurisdiction after he had been de- 
nied one by a court of superior jurisdiction is 
s6 infectious that it could searcely fail to op- 
erate on a weak mind like that of Olmetead. 
If he could reason at all he might fairly con- 
clude that under the present system of juris- 
prudence in Illinois there was not much 
chanve of his getting a severer sentence than 
ashort term in a good insane asylum—with 
plenty to eat and nothing to do and not very 
severe discipline. 

By all means let the subscription list be 
started. We hope it will be headed by the 
Judges in the order of their age and experi- 
ence and. the honor in which they are held 
among each other, and it may be wound up by 
all those members of the bar who believe that 
the statutes were ordained chiefly to defeat 
the ends of justice. 


Wit11am TicerMan, who was convicted last 
week in the United States Court of having 
secured by fraud and perjury naturalization 
papers fora number of foreign-born persons 
not entitled to them, has been sentenced to 
imprisonment in the penitentiary for a term 
of four years by Judge Bunn. This whole. 
some punishment was necessary and may 
have an excellent effect. Judge Bunn in pass- 
ing sentence said: 


Under the Federal statutes men can be sent to 
prison from one to fifteen years for making or 
passing counterfeit money. What is passing a 
counterfeit dollar compared with interfering 
with the laws governing the right of citizenship? 
The laws which you have violated were made as 
safeguards to protect our institutions. The 
court hopes that in the seclusion of the prison 
you will realize the enormity of your offense. 


The prosecution of Tigerman should be fol- 
lowed up by the prosecution of his accom- 
plices. He secured naturalization papers for 
half a dozen persons. These men knew that 
they were violating the law. They committed 
perjury to secure their papers and they should 
be punished also, And there are still other 
cases where prosecutions should be com- 
menced. It is notorious that for a number of 
years there has been a conspiracy to secure 


the naturalization of hordes of unqualified, 


» recently imported foreigners. 
his conspiracy involved perjury, the prosti- 
tution of the courts, and wholesale fraud. It 
has resulted in the election of men to office 
who have not served the people honestly. It

Law Defying Courts. 

St. Paul Pioneer-Press: Thereisa bad flag in 
the present arrangement for the administration 
of justice which permits the results of one court, 
arrivad at after slow and careful work and by 
the observance of all the forms of law, to be 
overthrown by another of concurrent if not of 
inferior jurisdiction. Thisis an anomaly and an 
absurdity which are most harmful in their results 
everywhere, and which will have to be corrected 
if the law itself is not to become an instrument 
for the release of criminals instead of to secure 
their punishment. This does not touch the right 
of application for a new trial, of appeal 
from one court to a higher; but when 
these resources have failed it ought not 
to be possible to delay or prevent the exe- 
cution of a sentence as long as there can be 
found anywhere within, a State a Jadge who will 
take the responsibility of obstructing the law 
upon his own shoulders. Hitherto this has sel- 
dom happened, because the bench is mostly occu- 
pied by men who have a high respect for the pro- 
fession to which they belong and who are ob- 
servant of its courtesies," But the lawyers to 
whom reference was made in these columns the 
other day, who are not satisfied with defending 
their clients but purpose to free them by fair 
means or foul, find it increasingly easy to find 
Judges of their own frame of mind to help them 
set at naught the orderly execution of the law. 

The case of Prendergast is the most notorious 
of recent examples: Here was a trial in which 
absolutely everything had been done that ought 
to be done in the prisoner’s behalf. He had re- 
ceived a trial so strictly impartial that there 
were many who criticised the presiding Judge 
for his leaning toward mercy. The question of 
his sanity was entered into and determined by a 
jury. The subject of a new trial had been con- 
sidered and denied, An appeal would not be en- 
tertained. The executive refused to interfere. 
Not a single avenue of escape had been left un- 
explored. If there is ever to be any finality 
abont trials for crime, if there is ever to 
be a point at which it shall be admitted 
that the end has been reached, if the law 
is not to be changed from an instrument 
for punishing law-breakers into an  in- 
strument for securing their liberty. its possibili- 
ties should have onded here. It is simply 
grotesque that a different court should have 
power to interfere, after conviction, after ,sen- 
tence, after the noose was fairly about the 
wretched villain’s neck, on the very day before 
his execution and bring to nothing all the pain- 
ful labors of ministers of justice by a command 
for an examination on matter which was trum

Protest by President Peixoto Causes the 
Argentina President to Protest.

Buenos Ayres, Argéntina; via Galveston, 
Tex., March 28.—[Copyright, 1894, by 
James Gordon Bennett.|—The Minister of 
Foreign Affairs had a conference last night 
in the residence of the Acting President with 
the Brazilian Minister to Argentina with re- 
gard to the rescue by Brazilian marines of a 
Brazilian merchant - vessel which had been 
seized by Argentina customs officials at Hor- 
miguero. The Minister of War after it tele- 
graphed to the commander of the Argentina 
forces, which were teing massed near the 
Brazilian frontier, to take no aggressive steps 
pending a thorough investigation. 

President Peixoto has made a formal pro- 
test against the proposal that the Portuguese 
warships which carried Admiral da Gama 
and his officers away from Rio Bay should 
land them in Argentina. Pres dest Peixoto 
deciares that the fugitives should be delivered 
up to him or be taken’ to some Portuguese 
port. Pending a dedéision of this question 
Acting President Uriburu of Argentina has 
refused perinission to have the fugitives | dis. 
embarked at the quarantine station. 

Portugal's Minister here ‘declares that this 
isan act of inhumanity, as the hospital is 
small and unable to supply proper accommo. 
dations to so many men, some of whom are 
wounded. One of them died yesterday aboard 
the Albuquerque. 

Part of Admiral Mello’s squadron of war- 
ships has been sent to cruise inthe waters 
north of Rio Janeiro in hopes of intercepting 
a transport which left Hamburg on March 15 
loaded with munitiona of war and torpedo 
boats [or President Peixoto. 

Four cannon have beer purchased here re- 
cently by secret agents of a proposed revolu- 
tionaty movement in Uruguay. This move- 
ment is said to be in sympathy with Admiral 
Mello’s insurgent party in Brazil. 

Rro pg Jaxnetrro, March 28.—The Foreign 
Office authorizes a denial of the statement 
that President Peixota has revived the im- 
perial decrees of 1838 and 1851, allowing 
the execution without trial of persons who 
have taken part in a rebellion.against the 
government or who have aided and abetted 
persons engaged in rebellion. The decree of 
March 2 makes all persons accused of tréason 
liable to trial by military law. The decreeof 
March 13 orders the police to shoot persons 
who ure caught plundering during a combat. 
No other decrees have been issued. The deaths 
from yellow fever now average seventy a day. 


Austrian Socialists Declare for Strike, 

ViewxA, March 28.—At the Socialist congress 
here today a resolution declaring in favor of the 
principle of ultimately declaring a general strike 
was adopted. Kesolutions were adopted declin- 
ing to accept the government's project for 
electoral reform, and urging that every 
means be employed te obtain universal suffrage 
The congress decided to support the demand of 
the miners for an cight-hour day. A proposal 
that iu the event of a general strike being in- 
augurated workingmen refuse to pay rent was re- 
jected. Resolutions were submitted by Dr. Adler, 
leaving open the question of when and howa 
genoral strike should be effected. Dr. Adler re- 
minded his hearers that the troops in the large 
cities would make short work of any popular

VENTION WITHOUT RESULT. 


Sonville to Name a Candidate fer

break. Seventy ballots were taken today 
without a choice being made, About 4 o'clock 
the nominating speeches were concluded and 
the balloting began. Qn the first Bonney had 
19, Van Deventer 0, Lacey 19, Scofield 10,

Senator Leeper 
would be pleased to succeed Judge Lacey on 
the Circuit bench. Judge Lacey's chances 
were somewhat impaired this morning by in- 
judicious talk from his friends. According te 
well defined rumor Lacey's adherents speak 
in a derisive way of the legal acquirements 
and gualitications of his competitors. These 
men were said uot to sufficient judi- 
cial knowledge to entitie them toa seat on 
the Supreme bench.

You realize that 
you are not getting one-half what it costs you 
to produce that stock, a @ «fe 
bring that condition to an end _ that 
I am _ here, Horses « that cost $1,000 
or $1.200 to raise are being sold for $100, 
$200, $300, or $400. What we need to cure 
this evil is more money. The dopreciation in 
price is caused by the scarcity of money. 
There is not enough money to keep the in- 
duatries of the country going, and the work- 
men have got to be discharged. What we 
want is money—more money and not less. 
The policy of the present administration is to 
decrease the volume of money and thereby to 
decreuse the price of everything that is pro- 
duced—of horses.as well as everything else. 
Horses have not depreciated in value more 
than anything else. ow do we propose to 
change this? We have introduced a bill 
providing that the General Government 
issue $500,000,000 to be divided among 
the States pro rata, $20,000,000 a year, 
till the whole haa been distributed. Another 
bill has been introduced to enable each State, 
county, and municipality to borrow what 
money they require to keep all the unem- 
ployed in their respective territories at work 
making good roads, this money to draw no 
interest, but to be repaid at the rate of 4 per 

cent per annum till the whole be repaid. 
Under this system there will be noidle men 
in this country. We want to abolish the 
usury system. To do this we will have to 
have the support of the whole people, and it 
is to direct the attention of the whole people 
to the matter that we have begun our march. 
When we have the support ot the whole peo- 
ple we will be able to make a demand that 
Congress will bave to heed.’ 


When Mr. Coxey got through with his busi- -

CHETLAIN FOR FIGHT. 


SEEKS A HOSTILE MEETING WITH 
EDITOR SLASON THOMPSON. 


Only Prevented by a Friend from Taking 
the Law Into His Own Hands in Re- 
dressing a Grievance—Resents Editorial 
Reflections on His Personal Character 
Gregory Replies to Carter H, Harrison 
~Latter Not Satisfied with the Disclatm- 
er of Enmity Towards His Father. 


More than one shrewd observer of the 
progress of the Prendergast controversy has 
predicted that it would lead to personal hos- 
tility before'1t closed, but it will surprise ev- 
eryone to learn.that the first scene of this 
kind may involve Judge Chetlain himself. 

An editorial appeared in the Evening Jour- 
nai ot last Tuesday, making a bitte? personal 
attack on Judge Chetlain, and. containing 
strictures on his family relations. Judge 
Chetlain was walking along Dearborn street; 
opposite the Evening Journal office, when he 
first learned of this editorial, and he started 
across the street ata rapid gait with the in- 
tention of mauling the editor, Mr. Thoinpson, 
as goon as he could find him. But his com- 
panion arrested him, partly by force and 
partly by appealing to his dignity as a Judge. 
As the personitication of the law, his friend 
argued, it ill became him to be lawless, 

A hostile’ meeting was averted for 
the time, but Judge Chetlain says 
he is by no means satisfied with the situa- 
tion. He has attorneys examining the law 
to determine whether the editorial can be 
taken hold of in a libel suit, But of this he 
has little hope, and he is correspondingly in- 
clined to resume his belligerent attitude. The 
long and the short of it is that his friends fear 
that if he meets Mr. Thompson a lively scene 
will be enacted, as Judge Chetlain is some- 
thing of an athlete and a man of quick im- 
pulses. This is putting the case mildly, as 
Judge Chetilain’s friends fear he may not wait 
for a casual meeting with Mr. Thompson to 
wa cel out his purpose. 

reporter for Tus Trisuns called on 
Judge Chetlain at-his chambers during recess 
yesterday, and found him buried in open law 
books, preparing himself for the coming 
Prendergast trisl. He reiterated his perfect 
satisfaction with his past course, but said as 
his future course would present many new 
and vital questions he was anxious to get what 
little “— on them the booksafforded before- 
hand. any of these questions were sug- 
fe na and his opinion asked on them. But 

e naturally declined to express himself in 
advance, 

Must Be Sane Beyond a Doubt. 

The Judge partly indicated what might be 
his ro te on one vital point by referring to 
a decision he had found covering it. One of 
the first conclusions reached by the lawyers 
about the coming jury trial was that the jury 
would be instructed to decide according to the 
preponderance of evidence, as in mere insane 
cases, and not on the prineiple of a reason- 
able doubt, as in criminal cases. ' It will be 
good news,.therefore, Prendergast to learn 
that the probability is that the jury will have 
to find him sane beyond a reasonable doubt 
before there will be any danger of his being 
executed. 

Judge Chetlain, while refusing to express 
an opinion on this subject, handed the re- 
porter a law book containing a report of the 
case of the United States vs. Alvin N. Lan- 
caster. In May, 1877, Lavcaster was tried 
in the District Court before Judge H. W. 
Blodgett for perjury and was convicted. But 
before sentence it was claimed on a motion 
for a new trial that he was insane during trial. 
The court therefore impaneled a jury to try 
the — whether this was true, and among 
the J adge’s instructions was the following: 

While the burden of proof may be said to be 
on the defendant to satisfy yon that he is in fact 
insane, yetif the proof when all considered to- 
gether leaves a reasonable doubt upon your mind 
of the man’s sanity he should have the benefit of 
the doubt. That is to say, no man should be con- 
sidered as a proper subject for criminal proesecu- 
tion of whose sanity there is ground for reason- 
able doubt. 

An instruction of this kind might be the 
saving of Prendergast’s neck, but it should 
not be overlooked that there is an important 
difference between the cases. In the Lancas- 
ter case the question was whether the verdict 
should be set aside, while in the Prendergast 
case the question is merely whether the execu- 
tion of eentence shail be deferred. Therefore 
it is not considered certain that the first case 
is a case in point, 

Gregory Replies to Charges. 

S.S. Gregory yesterday, in answer to the 
inquiries of a reporter for Tue Trreune, re- 
plied to the charge of Carter H. Harrison Jr., 
that he was a personal enemy of Mayor Har- 
rison, and that it was unbecoming in him to 
defend his assassin. 

** Mr. Harrison is very much mistaken,” he 
said, “concerning my relations with his 
father. Our differences were political only, 
and originated, as thesoh says, with the 
Iroquois speech made several years ago, in 
which he declared for a tariff for revenue with 
incidental protection. [ was a free trader 
myself, and of course i never trained with 
him after that. But I never had any personal 
itl will for him, and never used any personally 
offensive language concerning him. I never 
opposed him in any convention when he was 
seeking a nomination. and when hehad been 
nominated I never failed to vote for him if 
it was in my power. The last time he ran for 
office I was in California, and the time before 
that I happened to forfeit my registration. 
But, with these exceptions, I always supported 
him at the polls, Inever haa any. intimate 
acquaintance with him nor his sons. I used 
to nod to him on the street, and could never 
determine whether or not he returned my 
salutation. Now, if I had been Mayor Harri- 
son’s personal enemy I should think it would 
be unbecoming for ine to be in_ the Prender- 
gast case; but the truth is I never was his 

enemy, and never acted nor spoke as such.” 

Carter H. Harrison Jr. talked interestingly 
to a reporter for Tue Trisune not only 
concerning Mr. Gregory, but concerning 
other points in the Prendergast im broglio. 
‘‘T am not wholly satisfied with Mr. Gregory’s 
disclaimer of enmity to my father. A man 
naturally forgets many things that he has 
said under the impulse of the moment, but I 
have heard so much about his course that I 
cannot believe I am mistaken. Before 
the motion for a new trial was argued 
Mr. Darrow came to see me to ask me 
whether I thought there was any impropriety 
in his course and Mr. Gregory’s and I told 
him what I have tcld you, though Mr. Dar- 
row’s case was very different from Mr. 
Gregory’s. 

Young Harrison on Chetlain. 


‘* Now asto Judge Chetlain, the purity of 
his motives is a point I do not wish to discuss. 
As to the propriety and delicacy of his 
course | cannot approve of it. He 
should have said to Mr. Gregory, ‘ You and I 
have been business partners for ten years; 
you will have to go to some other Judge.’ 
As to the legal phase of his action, granting 
that .the law has provided for such a pro- 
cedure, he dia not have sufficient cause to 
allow it. The affidavit of John Prendergast 
was no more than could be expected from a 
brother, but it was‘of no weight as a basir 
for such a_ proceeding. The testimony 
of Dr. Bain was worthless, because 
he swore to Prendergast’s insanity 
on the murder trial. The testimony of 
Dr, Tracey was worthless because he was not 
aman of learning and experience. As to 
Father Dore and Prendergast’s letter to him, 
the letter was evidently written expressly to be 
introduced on the hearmg of Mr. Gregory's 
motion. All the veg wi Be ep amounts 
to nothing and Judge Cheilain had no moral 
right to interfere with the course of justice in 
such a grave case on such a flimsy pretext. 

* As to. Prendergast’s insanity, it would 
naturally be grateful to my feelings to believe 
that he is insane. I would like to think that 
there is nota man in Chicago who was so 
base as to kill my father, but I am denied that 
pleasure. Of course,I do not believe that Pren-

Louis. Many of the horses are of the best 
blood and not a fewo! tiem had won big money 
at Gloucester, but as they were paraded 
through the streets from the ferry-boat to the 
cars both horses and attendants appeared to 
be dejected, At one time in the history of the 
Gloucester track not less than 1,500 
racehorses were stabled there and it 
the vicinity. Now there are but fifty speci- 
mens left at the place and they are likely to 
be disposed of soon at Sheriff's sale. Thete 
were 590 days of actual racing at the 
Gloucester track, lasting from Jan. 25, 189°, 
to Nov. 31,1893, There was but one day of 
intermission in all that time, Over 12,000 
people witnessed the closing racé, and it was 
estimated that the average daily attendance 
was 3,000 from the first day, It is further 
estimated that William J. Thompson derived 
a revehue of not leas than $1,000 a day from 
the track. Gloucester is iow a deserted vil- 
lage. Nothing is left of it but the shad fish- 
eries, aid they belong to Thompson, and 
some manufactunng interests, which afford a 
scant living for the inhabitants. It is 
rumored that Thompson proposes to make it 
a summer resort of unique character.

LAKE STREET “ L” REACHES 52D STREET 


Oak Park Extension the Next to Be Built 
Alley “1.” Plans. 


By next Tuesday, if nothing goes wrong, 
people living in the vicinity of Lake and West 
Fifty-second streets can take Lake street .ele- 
vated trains at Fifty-second street for down- 
town, The superstructure was completed to 
that point yesterday, which is six miles from 
the Madison street terminus. The negotia- 
tions with the Cicero authorities are practica!- 
ly completed so that only formal ratification 
at a meeting of the’ Town Board Saturday 
night is needed to formaiiy secure the right 
of way from Fifty-second street to Harlem 
avenue, a distance of two and. one-half miles. 
Unless something unforeseen should turn up 
it is expected that the road will be completed 
and trains running over this extension to 
Austin and Oak Park in six months. 
From Fifty-second street west one-half 
mile the road will continue in the center of 
the street; from that point on to Harlem 
avenue the road will be built at the side of the 
street alongside the Northwestern tracks. A 
meeting of the directors was to have been held 
yesterday to consider the extension of the 
Halsted street branch to the Stock-Yards, but 
the bad weather kept ‘most of the directors 
away and the meeting went over. It is said 
that Lake street property-owners are exper- 
iencing a change of heart, that within ten 
days the necessary 51 per cent of frontage 
will have been secured. Property-owners on 
Wabash avenue are also changing their views 
so that the Alley L may soon be able to build 
up to Lake street. When this is done it is 
now said that Alley Ltrains will run to Lake 
and Franklin streets and Lake street trains 
will run to Congress street.

The 
total amount expended for ghe eighteen 
weeks was $7,570. Besides the clothing pur- 
chased by the society large quartities have 
been donated by individuals, by societies, and 
by merchants from other cities as well as this, 
400 garments having been contributed by the 
Neediework Guild. More than half of the 
money. contributed came from the school 
children. In addition to the above the mem- 
bers of the West End Women’s club have 
raised and expended $1,085 in the purchase 
and making of children’s clothing, which they 
have distributed among the Polk Street, 
Brainard, Walsh, Goodrich, Tilden, -and 
Foster Schools.
